TAKEMEHOME available to clients at https://takemehome.org/. Those with reactive
tests will be referred for confirmatory testing.

Two-step TB Skin Tests (TSTs)
aka PPD (Purified Protein Derivative)

Sometimes a patient will not have a reaction to the first test but
having the first test wakes up or "boosts" their immune response
and there will be a reaction with the second test, this catches
infections which would have been missed with a single test.

TUBERCULOSIS The CDC does not require two step TSTs but some entities do and
those entities typically state the length of time they require between
the tests. If a two step is done, the WDH TB Program follows the
CDC guidance which states 1-3 weeks between tests, this guidance
can be found at https://www.cdc.gov/tb/topic/testing/
healthcareworkers.htm.

A minimum of one week but not to exceed three weeks between
placing a TST is acceptable to the WDH TB Program for a two-step
TST.
